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Here come the stars! 


Excitement builds as Ely Cathedral chosen 
as location for new Hollywood blockbuster 
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MOVIE fans from across the region 
have got their eyes peeled on Ely 
Cathedral in the hope of spotting 
an A-list celebrity. 

As reported exclusively on Ely- 
News online, Hollywood stars Mila 
Kunis and Channing Tatum could 
be in Ely in the next few days.. 

Global movie giant Warner Bros 
has chosen to film scenes for its 
upcoming blockbuster Jupiter 
Ascending at the cathedral and 
crews arrived last week to begin 
setting up. 

It is believed filming started this 
week, although both the cathedral 
and Warner Bros have been unable 
to confirm that. 

It also cannot be confirmed 
whether Kunis or Tatum will defi¬ 
nitely star in the scenes being shot 
at the cathedral but the cast also 
includes big actors Sean Bean, 
Eddie Redmayne, Douglas Booth 
and Tuppence Middleton. 

The news has sparked excitement 
across the region, with some film 
fans even saying they will camp 
outside the cathedral in a bid to 
spot the stars. 

The film itself is due to be released 
next year and is an original science 
fiction epic adventure by The 
Matrix and Cloud Atlas directors, 
Lana and Andy Wachowski. 


Lesley Ann Thompson, marketing 
manager for Ely Cathedral, said: 
“It’s obviously extremely exciting 
news for us and for Ely. 

“We haven’t actually known about 
the filming for very long and we 
weren’t given as much prior notice 
as we have been in the past. 

“Obviously Jupiter Ascending does 
star Mila Kunis and Channing 



Tatum but we don’t know whether 
they’ll be starring in the scenes 
which will be filmed here.

been used as a location for a movie 
with The King’s Speech, Elizabeth:

Cathedral: toilets 
are a ‘concern’ 


ELY Cathedral bosses have con¬ 
firmed certain activities at the 
public toilets in Sacrist Gate are 
a “particular area of concern”. 

They say the cathedral is con¬ 
cerned about goings-on at the 
public loos and the East Lawn 
area of the cathedral grounds. 

It comes after the Weekly News 
reported last week how furious 
locals are demanding action 
over issues with drug use at the 
toilets, located just off the High 
Street. 

Shopkeepers and residents say 
the loos are being plagued by 
drug addicts and that they are 
becoming a “no-go area”. 

Police say they regularly patrol 
the area, which is in the grounds 
of the cathedral and managed by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, and that they are una- 
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ware of any issues “at present”. 

But one shopkeeper, whose 
business in High Street is located 
near to the toilets, said: “Drug 
addicts are using these toilets to 
get their next fix and nothing

seems to be happening about it. 

“It’s all very well police saying 
they’re dealing with it but this 
has been an issue for some time 
now and it seems to be getting 
worse.” 

Lesley Ann Thompson, the 
cathedral’s marketing manager, 
said: “The cathedral is very sup¬ 
portive of police and the council 
in their endeavours to safeguard 
the environment around the 
cathedral grounds. 

“A particular area of concern 
has been the East Lawn and the 
public facilities by the Sacrist 
Gate. Each year more and more 
visitors come to Ely and we all 
play a part in ensuring their visit 
to our city is enjoyable.” 

People who see suspicious 
activity around any public toilets 
in Ely are being urged to call 101.

B1411 safety 
on the agenda 
at meeting 

A DANGEROUS road which 
claimed the life of a young 
mum earlier this year will be 
the subject of a public meet¬ 
ing. 

The meeting is being organ¬ 
ised by Little Downham 
Parish Council and will ena¬ 
ble residents to discuss any 
concerns they have about the 
B1411 between Little 
Downham and Ely, including 
the notorious Seven Sisters 
bend. 

The meeting is being held at 
Little Downham Village Hall, 
in Main Street, on Lriday, 
May 3 at 7pm. Amanda Mays, 
a road safety officer at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, will attend to hear 
any concerns people have. 

It was in Lebruary this year 
that popular young mum, 
Dawn Healy, 23, from 
Littleport, was killed along 
theB1411 after being involved 
in a two-vehicle accident. Her 
1-year-old daughter, Lilly, 
who was in the car at the 
time, was uninjured. 

Numerous motorists have 
lost their lives along the route 
in recent years and villagers 
have been demanding action 
for some time.

Pre-school rent 
rises by 500% 


A PRE-SCHOOL’S rent has been 
hiked by almost 500 per cent in 
the last four years and its com¬ 
mittee members say “enough is 
enough”. 

Witchford Rackham Pre-school 
rents a building adjacent to the 
village primary school, in Main 
Street, from the Diocese of Ely, 
and in 2009 its annual rent was 
just £703. 

In 2010, diocese leaders 
increased the rent to £1,950 per 
year and in 2011 it was hiked to 
£2,400. 

In 2012 the pre-school, which is 
a registered charity, was then 
told its annual rent would be 
£2,850 and this year the commit¬ 
tee is going to have to pay £3,300. 

The Diocese of Ely says the pre¬ 
school was aware of the “staged 
increase” in rent when it signed 
its new contract in 2010. But a 
spokeswoman for the pre-school 
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said the constant hikes are 
“making it difficult” for them to 
survive. 

She said: “Our rent’s been going 
up and up and we feel enough is 
enough. In 2009 we were paying 
£703 a year and this year we’re 
going to have to pay £3,300. 

“We’re a charity and we receive 
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very little funding so our com¬ 
mittee is constantly having to 
fundraise to make sure we can 
pay the rent, let alone buy new 
learning material for the chil¬ 
dren. 

“This is making it difficult for 
us to survive and if it wasn’t for 
the dedication of our committee 
and parents there’s no way we’d 
still be open.” 

A spokeswoman for the Diocese 
of Ely said: “In 2010, as part of the 
renewal of its lease, the pre¬ 
school confirmed their agree¬ 
ment with new terms of contract. 
This included a staged increase 
of rental costs. 

“Income from the rent is col¬ 
lected by the Diocesan Board of 
Education which acts as trustees 
for the Witchford School Trust. 

“All of the income is invested 
into the school trust and is avail¬ 
able only for use by the school.”

to struggling residents who live 
outside Ely in the surrounding 
villages. 

From 2pm onwards there will 
also be some fundraising stalls 
at the Lighthouse Centre in 
Lynn Road.

Avalanche was 
‘quite terrifying’ 
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AN education consultant has 
described the “terrifying” 
moment he witnessed a massive 
avalanche which killed a teen¬ 
ager. 

Peter Harris, from Ely, was ski¬ 
ing with friends in Auron, in the 
French Alps, when there was a 
huge avalanche, reported to be 
around 300m long and 50m 
wide. 

The avalanche killed a 17-year- 
old French student and left 
another person seriously 
injured. 

The tragic incident happened 
on Monday, April 15 while Mr 
Harris and his friends were going 
up the mountain on a ski lift. 

Speaking to the News, Mr 
Harris, of Ely’s Silver Street, said 
it was “like something from a 
film”. 

He said: “It was horrendous 
and quite terrifying. 

“We were making our way up 
the mountain on the ski lift 
when there was this almighty 
crack. 

“With that, the biggest amount 
of snow imaginable just came 
sliding down the mountain. It’s 
hard to say how much snow 
there was but it was like some¬ 
thing from a film.

“We could see there were two 
people off-piste and the snow 
just covered them. There was so 
much of it. I’ve been skiing for 
around 40 years and actually 
used to be a ski instructor, and I 
have never seen anything like it.”

rescue teams almost two hours 
to dig the victims out of the 
snow. 

The 17-year-old died in the 
incident while the other victim, 
said to be a 33-year-old French 
man, survived, although was 
injured. The tragedy occurred 
not far from where an avalanche 
killed a policeman in 2006. 

Mr Harris, who works as an 
international education consult¬ 
ant and who has recently found¬ 
ed the Cambridge English 
College Ely, located in Ely, said: 
“It was an awfully tragic day and 
it brought everything to an 
abrupt halt out there that’s for 
sure. 

“The ski lifts were closed and 
everything came to a standstill 
really. 

“Sadly the victims were just in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time but they were off-piste and 
people need to realise how dan¬ 
gerous that can be when they are 
on the slopes. 

“The trouble as well is that 
there has been so much snow 
this winter and the snow there 
was soft, spring snow which 
makes avalanches so much more 
likely. 

“All sports have their risks but 
this certainly highlights the very 
real risks of skiing or snow¬ 
boarding.”

Death crash teen given 
suspended jail sentence 


A TEENAGE driver whose attempt¬ 
ed U-turn caused a crash which 
killed her passenger has been 
given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Camilla Potts, 19, from Soham, 
was trying to turn her Ford Ka on 
the A1198 near Godmanchester 
when she pulled into the path of an 
oncoming vehicle, travelling at 
more than 60mph. 

Her passenger Ashlee Page- 
Bennett, 22, of Mill Corner, Soham, 
was fatally injured when she was 
thrown from the car. She had not 
been wearing a seatbelt. 

The girls were said to have 
smoked cannabis before the crash, 
but Peterborough Crown Court 
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heard that no trace of the drug was 
found in Potts’ body. 

Judge Nic Madge highlighted the 
“crucial importance” of wearing 
seatbelts, saying: “This case dem¬ 
onstrates yet again how wearing 
seatbelts saves lives.” 

Potts, of Brook Street, Soham, 
admitted causing death by care¬ 
less driving. She was sentenced to 
four months imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, ordered to 
carry out 150 hours of unpaid work 
and given a two-month curfew. 

She was also banned from driv¬ 
ing for two years and ordered to 


take an extended retest. 

Judge Madge said: “Although the 
consequences could not have been 
more serious, the error on your 
part was momentary and uninten¬ 
tional. 

“No sentence which I can impose 
and nothing I can say can bring 
back Ashlee Page-Bennett or less¬ 
en the grief which her family will 
always have to endure. 

“You must come to terms with 
the fact that your carelessness 
killed your friend and deprived her 
parents of a daughter and her 
brother and sisters of a sister.” 

Cheryl Williams, prosecuting, 
said Potts and her two passengers 
had become lost and she tried to 


turn the car in a layby, partially 
occupied by a lorry, near the Wood 
Green Animal Shelter last June. 

Ms Williams said Potts was 18 at 
the time and been driving for 10 
months. She told the court that the 
other passenger said Miss Potts 
and Ashlee had “smoked a spliff 
between them” on the A14, but 
tests were negative. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said 
Potts, who had been injured, had 
been “genuinely upset” by the 
accident and did not want to drive 
again. He said: “It was a horrible 
accident and she was to blame.” 

Mr Shelley told the court Potts 
had simply failed to see the oncom¬ 
ing car.

Will the community benefit? 

IN November 2009 when Cambridge University 
Boat Club (CUBC) asked me for some 
assistance in finding a suitable site for a new 
boathouse, never could I have anticipated the 
furore that would engulf their subsequent 
planning application. 

At the time Fore Mill Wash was a major 
element of the Ely Country Park Vision and not 
registered as a county wildlife site. 

I have always been a community-minded 
sort, and with the help of my pals and the 
public at large, have been involved with some 
notable successes: 

■ fubilee Gardens, the subject of much strife 


at the beginning of the millennium, saw a 
proposed building site valued at £2 million 
converted into two acres of green grass valued 
at £70,000, which today everyone thinks is 
priceless. 

■ Diamond44, a celebration of the 1944 Boat 
Race at Queen Adelaide, saw 5,000 spectators 
witness veteran university crews reverse the 
result of the war-time contest and the Isle of 
Ely Rowing Club remains an enduring legacy 
of that 2004 event. 

From these activities a tremendous amount 
of goodwill was generated along the river and 
many valuable connections were made. 

Good relations with CUBC were cemented, so 
it was natural that help would be freely given 
by this community to solve their land needs, 
after all they have been training here for a 150 
years. 

The Project Ely Group (PEG) has been 
responsible for filing the current planning 
application, on behalf of Cambridge University 
Rowing, and in it there is an elaborate section 
on site selection. 

In reality, the chosen site was self-selected as, 
by PEG’s own admission, the 12 acres were the 
only riverside land near Ely that was available 
to buy. 

Through a series of meetings with the 
Environment Agency, representatives of Isle of 
Ely Rowing Club identified that availability on 
the 16th April 2010 and alerted CUBC. 

Since the completion of the land purchase 
last year, the issue of wider community benefit 
has been the subject of lengthy discussions 
with PEG and local community leaders have 
been made fully aware of the current impasse. 

It seems that from the time CUBC became 
owners of Fore Mill Wash, the cultural 
differences between a simple rural community 
and an elite institution became visible. 

CUBC is not accustomed to partnership 
working and certainly doesn’t know the 
difference between economic benefit and 
community gain. 

Their single constitutional objective is to beat 
Oxford and although they are socially friendly, 
they give them no quarter on the water. 

The same may apply to us, but it will be 
interesting to see if any tangible community 
benefit is ultimately volunteered by Cambridge 
University Rowing, assuming they are granted 
planning permission by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council on Thursday May 9th.

An HSE spokeswoman 
confirmed an inspector 
attended but said it had not 
been decided whether an 
investigation would be 
launched.

Horse dumped

AN RSPCA investigation 
has been launched after 
an emaciated foal was 
found abandoned in a 
country lane. 

The young, cob-type colt, 
believed to be around a 
year old, is in such poor 
condition that the charity 
fears it may not survive. 

He was found abandoned 
in Long Drove, a quiet road 
between Wilburton and 
Cottenham, last Thursday. 

RSPCA inspector Richard 
Lythgoe said: “Sadly we’re 
seeing more and more of 
this in Cambridgeshire. 

“Some people just don’t 
bother with their horses if 
they are male and when 
they’re breeding they’re 
hoping for female foals so 
that they can then breed 
with them. 

“If they can’t afford to get 
the males castrated or care 
for them properly they’re 
often neglected to the 
extent that this one is. 

“He’s so weak he can 
hardly hold his head up 
and he’s full of worms. It 
really is touch and go as to 


whether he’ll survive.” 

Mr Lythgoe added: “This 
is the fifth horse we’ve 
found abandoned in quiet, 
rural roads in the Ely area 
in recent months. 

“If people cannot afford

to keep their horses they 
should be coming to us for 
help. 

“I’d also urge people to 
keep an eye out for any 
suspicious-looking horse 
trailers being driven in 
remote areas, particularly 
at night.”

Police send postcards to thieves 


PROLIFIC shoplifters in the Ely 
area are having postcards deliv¬ 
ered to their doors to warn them 
of the consequences of theft. 

Cambridgeshire Police is deliv¬ 
ering the postcards to repeat 
offenders as part of the force’s 
Get Closer campaign, which 
aims to raise awareness of crime 
trends. 

On the front the postcards 
state, “Shoplifters - we’re watch¬ 
ing you”, and on the reverse it 
explains how police are tackling 
shoplifting by working closely 
with retailers and arresting 
those responsible. 

Since April 1 last year, there 


have been 4,357 reported shop¬ 
lifting incidents in 
Cambridgeshire, and last month 
alone there were 374 incidents. 

Community safety officer lulie 
Hanrahan said: “The postcards 
are one of a range of measures 
we are taking to tackle this type 
of crime, which has a huge effect 
on the business community and 
ultimately impacts on other 
shoppers. 

“Shopwatch and Business 
Against Crime schemes are run¬ 
ning across the county so infor¬ 
mation is shared and prolific 
offenders can be identified and 
banned from premises.

Other activities being carried 
out as part of the campaign 
includes shelf-edge artwork for 
supermarkets and posters pro¬ 
vided to schools bearing the 
message: “It doesn’t matter how 
many A*s you get if you’re caught 
shoplifting.

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Transport 
boss blamed 
for ‘failures’

Flautists reach festival finals 


A TRANSPORT manager who 
failed to stop his lorry drivers 
breaking the law will not be 
allowed to carry out the role else¬ 
where again. 

Paul Forsdick, from Littleport, 
was transport manager of M & Z 
Beeby Haulage Ltd, which has had 
its licence to operate curtailed by 
the Traffic Commissioner for the 
East of England. 

The company, based in 
Loughborough and Coalville, was 
recently fined £2,500 by magis¬ 
trates for drivers’ hours and tacho¬ 
graph offences, and now the 
region’s traffic commissioner, 
Richard Turfitt, has ruled 
the firm will be limited to 
running just eight vehi¬ 
cles and four trailers. 

Ten of the firm’s 
employees were found 
guilty of offences 
including exceeding 
4.5 hours driving with¬ 
out the required breaks 
and knowingly making 
false records of their 
duties. 
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At a traffic commissioner hear¬ 
ing, Mr Turfitt told directors 
Michael and Zohur Beeby that the 
company had made “significant 
failures” and that they, and their 
former transport manager, Mr 
Forsdick, were to blame. 

He said Mr Forsdick, who did not 
attend the hearing, had “failed to 
exercise the effective control 
required in his role”, and he was 
criticised for carrying out an audit 
report for the firm and using it to 
promote the services of an inde¬ 
pendent consultant, whom 
he was employed by. 

At a hearing in February, 
Mr Turfitt avoided ruling 
that Mr Forsdick had 
lost his repute to act as 
a transport manager 
but at the latest hearing 
he ruled he “could no 
longer rely on his profes¬ 
sional qualification to 
work as a transport man-

The Home was opened in 2009 by 
local businessman Stephen Layn. 


Just days after he opened the 
store, Mr Layn became entangled 
in a bitter row with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
as the authority accused him of 
breaching strict planning rules.

FURIOUS mums say council chiefs are 
putting their children’s lives at risk by 
delaying the completion of a pedestri¬ 
an crossing. 

Worried parents have been campaign¬ 
ing for a pedestrian crossing to be built 
in Downham Road, Ely, for around 
three years now. 

Last year, Cambridgeshire County 
Council agreed to put £10,000 towards 
building a crossing in the busy route, 
and the Friends of the Lantern School 
(FOTLS) made it their mission to raise 
the remaining £4,357 needed, which 
they did. 

Downham Road is used by around 
2,000 young people each day, including 
students walking to Ely College and 
families crossing the road to get to 
Lantern Primary School and Harlequin 
Childcare nursery. 

Campaigners were told the crossing 
would be complete this February, but 
still the work has not been finished. 

Mwum Marie Burton said: “My daugh¬ 
ter goes to the Lantern School and has 
to cross at this supposed crossing to get 
to school. 

“The pupils and the FOTLS have 
worked extremely hard to raise the 
money for this and twice work was 
going to be done and still next to 
nothing has been done. 

“There will be a child ^ 
knocked over there before ^ 
long just because the 
council won’t get off its ® 
backside and get it # 
done.” 

Local mum Emma ® 

Lebron, who has two # 
children at the Lantern ^ 

School, said: “I find it 
shocking that the council 
can allow such a delay when • 
everyday we are being forced 
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to put our children’s lives at risk whilst 
crossing this busy road. 

“You can imagine our frustration, 
when after months of fund raising, the 
council are de-prioritising our needs. 

“First they promised us February, then 
because of bad weather, which we never 
had, it was Easter and here we are the 
middle of April and it’s still not com¬ 
plete with no end date in sight.” 

Abbie Holgate, chair of the FOTLS, 
said: “I am very disappointed that the 
zebra crossing the council promised to 
us is still not complete. 

“With the help of the school commu¬ 
nity, FOTLS worked tirelessly to raise 
the additional funds needed to finance 
the crossing and I’m sure I’m not the 
only parent to feel short changed by the 
lack of building work.” 

The county council agreed to part- 
finance the crossing after a petition 
boasting more than 400 signatures was 
handed into them by the campaigners 
last year. 

A council spokesman apologised for 
the delay but said the crossing should 
be complete by the end of this week. 
He said: “The work for the 
^ crossing is largely complete 
^ but the electrical work still 
needs to be undertaken.

Litter in Ely is a 
‘total disgrace’ 



DISGRACE: Residents are demanding action to clean up the city 
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LITTER is making Ely look like a 
“third world country” and fed- 
up residents are demanding 
action. 

People say the amount of rub¬ 
bish in the city centre, residen¬ 
tial streets and open spaces is 
the “worst it has ever been” and 
they insist East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s waste team is 
not doing enough to tackle it. 

The council says its new recy¬ 
cling service, due to begin this 
autumn, will reduce the amount 
of litter - but residents are calling 
for action now. 

Ely resident Simon Pendleton, 
speaking on the community 
website, ShapeYourPlace, said: 
“The council should face up to 
its ineptitude in procuring such 
an out-of-date, unfit for purpose 
waste service and get out there 
and clean up. 

“It’s a total disgrace and I’ve 
had enough of picking litter up 
from all around my house. 

“Instead it’s just left to blow 
around and to leave Ely looking 
like a third world country with¬ 
out proper rubbish and waste 
management. It’s a sorry joke.” 

Jason Sharkey, of Ely’s 
Columbine Road, said: “The 
amount of rubbish in our streets 
and open spaces is the worst it 
has ever been and quite frankly, 
disgusting. 

“We all know the council’s 


waste collection service is dire 
and thankfully being replaced 
but they can’t just sit back and let 
things get worse. 

“Why isn’t the waste team out 
with litter pickers collecting rub¬ 
bish from the roadside, from the 
hedgerows and generally every¬ 
where else that it is?” 

Mandy Greer, of Prickwillow 
Road, added: “I’ve lived in Ely for 
nearly 10 years and never have I 
experienced so much litter. 

“I have to pick it off my front 
garden most days and every¬ 
where I walk there seems to be 
piles of rubbish. I don’t believe 
there are that many litterbugs 
abou. . . the council isn’t doing 
its job properly.” 

As previously reported, the 
council’s new waste and recy¬ 
cling system includes providing 
the majority of homes with 
wheelie bins - something which 
has proved controversial among 
locals. 


A district council spokesman 
said: “The authority is in the pro¬ 
cess of moving to a new recy¬ 
cling service which will begin in 
the autumn. This will replace 
the current brown sack and 
black box collection system with 
two new wheeled bin services. 

“One will collect paper, glass, 
metal cans, plastics, cartons and 
cardboard while the other will 
be for organics including food 
and garden waste. 

“We believe these changes will 
have a positive impact on the 
district.”

Building an extension: Adds value as well as space. means one for each child. 



When rejigging the existing space 
isn’t an option, consider converting 
the loft into a bedroom or bedrooms 
instead. If you can also fit a bathroom 
or shower room up there, and built-in 
storage, you’ve created the perfect 
master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conver¬ 
sions are ones with skylights (eaves 
conversions), as the line of the roof is 
unchanged. However, this isn’t ideal if 
the loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more 
useable space inside is often neces¬ 
sary, which means a (more expensive 
and complicated) dormer, mansard or 
hip-to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big 
difference to how useable the space is 
- some lofts don’t have enough head 
height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in 
the rooms below. This is a big and 
expensive job and won’t be practical if 
the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized 
staircase up to the loft on the floor 
below and if this means losing a bed¬ 
room, you may not gain much by con¬ 
verting the loft. 



Loft conversion: Worth considering. 


Building regulations for loft conver¬ 
sions are very strict about having a 
safe means of escape in the event of a 
fire, so it’s not necessarily the easiest 
way to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and 
preferably a bathroom or shower room 
next to it, can work better, providing 
your home’s layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually 
used to add kitchen, dining and living 
space, but they can include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often bet¬ 
ter because you can create extra living 
space downstairs and bedrooms 
upstairs and it can often end up being 
cheaper than a ground-floor design 
because of the value it adds.

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Why are new-builds getting so small? 



New home: They do seem to be getting smaller, don’t they? 


THE average one-bedroom 
home being built in Britain 
is only the size of a Jubilee 
Line tube carriage, it is 
claimed today. 

The cramped 46 square 
metre environment is a day- 
to-day reality for many new 
build residents - yet space 
and light are the top things 
people care about when 
looking for new homes, 
according to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects 
(RIBA). 

The institute is calling for 
people to be given enough 
space and light in their 
homes as the Government 
prepares to make an 
announcement on its 
Review of Housing 
Standards in England. 

RIBA fears the move could 
result in existing standards 
being watered down or 
taken away. 

It sent TV presenter Kevin 
McCloud on to the Jubilee 
Line to highlight the size of 


the carriages and he said: 
“This isn’t rocket science. 
We all instinctively respond 
to the opportunity for a 
view, a connection with the 
outdoors, fresh air, light and 
space. 

“A return to minimum 
space standards is crucial 
for the health and wellbeing 
of the people who will be liv¬ 
ing in new build homes.” 

RIBA has been urging the 
Government not to give the 
go-ahead for a new genera¬ 
tion of “shoebox” homes to 
be built as it tackles the 
housing crisis. 

The institute said recently 
that 80% of people surveyed 
on its behalf said they would 
be more likely to choose a 
home if it met minimum 
space standards. 

In a report published a 
couple of years ago, the body 
pointed to evidence sug¬ 
gesting new homes in the 
UK were the smallest in 
Western Europe. 


It said consumers in 
Ireland could expect new 
homes to be 15% bigger. 

It argues that the way in 
which a home is designed 
has huge implications for 
how people live, including 
their mental and physical 
wellbeing. 

A previous set of minimum 
space requirements called 
the Parker Morris standards 
was done away with in the 
1980s. 

Drawn up around two dec¬ 
ades earlier, the focus of 
these requirements was 
based around family needs, 
including making sure there 
was enough room for items 
such as domestic applianc¬ 
es. 

England has no national 
minimum standards for the 
size of ah new homes and 
there is limited guidance 
about the size and number 
of windows in them. 

RIBA president Angela 
Brady said: “The country is 


in the grip of the worst hous¬ 
ing crisis in decades and 
there is an urgent need to 
provide more affordable, 
quality homes. In their rush 
to build the Government 
must avoid the temptation 
to reduce current standards 
and give the go-ahead for 
builders to produce another 
generation of poor-quality 
homes, without adequate 
space and natural light.” 

Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson said: “London is the 
perfect model for how well 
minimum design standards 
can work without suppress¬ 
ing development. I’d hope 
the Government looks on 
the success we’ve had in the 
capital and sees the poten¬ 
tial of working with develop¬ 
ers to ensure everyone has a 
decent-sized home.” 

■ The 46 square metre aver¬ 
age size is based on a sample 
of 1,159 homes being built 
on 14 sites across England in 
2011.

IF you’re not a fan of musical theatre, 
stop reading now because high kicks, 
feathers and old-world charm are the 
lynchpins of Follies , a musical theatre 
show based on the fickle world of 
Broadway. 

Put on by Cambridge club The Pied 
Pipers, for the ADC, the play was 
originally written by stage giant Stephen 
Sondheim, and has tottered around 
theatres (mainly American), since its first 
run in 1971. 

It's currently experiencing a bit of a 
revival thanks to our obsession with all 
things from the dazzling 20s and 30s. 

Set in a crumbling theatre on the eve of 
its demolition, two couples - former stars 
of Weismann's Follies, a glamorous stage 
troupe that whirled happily for the masses 
between the two World Wars - reunite. 

With flimsy rose-tinted glasses they 
remember their glitzy heydays and loves 
lost, and forlornly face the lacklustre 
present as their ghostly younger selves 
shadow their dance steps. 

The routines are what you call 'show- 
stoppers'; the costumes are skimpy, 
sassy and rhinestone encrusted; the 
headdresses could topple at any moment 
they are so laden with feathers, and the 
songs, well, you probably know them 
already, so why not go and sing-along?

NOW there's a hint of 
sunshine in our lives we 
can actually contemplate 
the arrival of summer. And 
in the cinematic terms that 
means the blockbusters are 
coming. 

One of the early ones out 
of the block is Iron Man 3 
in which Robert Downey Jr 
returns as the billionaire- 
inventor-superhero Tony 
Stark. 

Directed and co-written 
by Shane Black - the man 
behind the Lethal Weapon 
movies and hailed as a 
pioneer of the action genre 
- it's a real romp of a movie 
which will be welcome 
news to those who sat 
through the arduous 
prequel. 

This time the makers 
have gone for a back-to- 
basics feel in which Stark is 
forced to find a way back 
to being a superhero when 
all his money and toys are 
stripped away. 

Technically it's a sequel

Stark hasn't coped so 
well in the aftermath of 
these events and we find 
him a nervy insomniac 
prone to panic attacks. 


He does at least have 
his former assistant- 
turned-CEO Pepper Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow) on hand 
to soothe him as the pair 
have moved in together. 

It's not long, though, 
before their domestic bliss 
is thwarted by a two¬ 
pronged attack - the arrival 
of biologically advanced 
super-powered humans and 
the mysterious figurehead 
of a terror group known as 
The Mandarin. 

The special effects are 
faultless and deserve to be 
seen in 3D while Iron Man's 
suit, which appears like 
swarm of bees and attaches 
itself piece by piece to 
Stark, adds extra interest. 

This movie supersedes 
many in that the thrills 
and spills are never to the 


detriment of the story and 
script, which feel sharp 
and fresh. Downey Jr gives 
an entertainingly jittery 
performance as a superhero 
on the edge, while his 
jaded one-liners raise a 
laugh. 

While Guy Pearce as 
the founder of a brain- 
trust organisation, Don 
Cheadle as Stark's ally 
and Rebecca Hall as his 
former lover all put in 
charismatic performances, 
special mention has to 
go to Sir Ben Kingsley as 
The Mandarin and a turn 
of events that feels truly 
inspired. 

Fun for both fans and 
newbies to the comic book 
world, the movie may be a 
lengthy 129 minutes but it 
doesn't feel like it.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

GARDENERS who didn’t want to venture out 
in the freezing weather at the beginning of the 
month may now be looking at a moss-ridden, 
lumpy lawn with scatterings of bald patches, a 
world away from the velvet carpet of grass they 
desire. 

But there's still time to give 
your lawn a boost, even if it 
might look a bit forlorn now, 
or consider re-seeding or 
turfing if you think it's beyond 
hope. 

If you have loads of moss, 
it's worthwhile applying a 
moss killer before you scarify, 
and wait a few days before 
raking it up. 

Improve badly draining soil 
by aerating the lawn, driving a 
garden fork into the ground all 
over the lawn when it is moist, 
making holes to a depth of 10-15cm (4-6in). I 
once bought a pair of lawn-aerating shoes, but 
they kept falling off so I went back to the old 
faithful fork. 

Others use hollow-tine lawn aerators which 
remove plugs of soil from the ground, but they 
are hard work and aren't very good on stony soils 
or heavy, dry soils.

The holes you make allow air and water to get 
into the grass roots and should then be filled 
with a mixture of sharp sand and organic soil 
conditioner to stop the holes from closing up. 

If the soil is heavy and air is forced out due to 
excessive rain, spread a large bucketful of sharp 
sand per square metre over 
the surface, working it into the 
holes with the back of a rake. 

Feed the grass with lawn 
fertiliser available at most 
garden centres. This can 
be done by hand, applying 
approximately two grams per 
square metre, and water it in. 

All lawns need good drainage 
and oxygenation, so scarify 
it with a springtine rake to 
remove thatch - dead grass 
that mats beneath growing 
grass - and moss. For larger 
lawns, it's worth renting a petrol-driven lawn 
scarifier to do the same job. 

Some lawn dressings incorporate a slow-release 
fertiliser but if this isn't the case, add a little 
amount of general lawn fertiliser (not containing 
weed or moss killer) before applying it. Make sure 
you brush it evenly over the area or it will become 
patchy when the fertiliser kicks in.

A few weeks later, if your lawn is still patchy, 
oversow it lightly with a quality lawn seed. 

Once it's ready to cut, make your first few cuts, 
keeping the blades set quite high. If your grass is 
already long, give it a few cuts over a number of 
weeks, lowering the blades a little at a time, so 
that you cut the grass length down gradually. 

By summer, you should be mowing weekly, 
stepping up to twice a week when necessary, 
but don't mow the grass shorter than 2.5cm 
(1 in) high and keep on top of weeds in the lawn. 
Annual weeds which emerge in any bare patches 
will be removed by mowing. 

Of course, in the unlikely event that we have 
a sustained period of warmth in the summer, 
go easy on the mowing and don't worry about 
letting the grass go brown because it will recover. 



When you mow during drought, leave the 
cuttings on the lawn to stop the roots drying out 
and help keep in the moisture. 

Continue to feed the lawn monthly through 
the summer, then you can apply a high-potash 
fertiliser in the autumn to keep the grass in good 
condition in the cooler months.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

The Robins were the better team through¬ 
out the 90 minutes and fully deserved to lift 
the cup for the second year running. 

“I can’t speak highly enough of the lads,” 
said a delighted Ely manager Alan Alsop. 
“We were absolutely brilliant. 

“It was the perfect game. You only get out 
what you put in and our work rate and atti¬ 
tude was superb.
